BiTrE oF A MaD Doa.—The editor of the 
Kent News, published at Chestertown, 
Md., in giving publicity to the following 
article says: “It may be pronver to 
| state, for the information of persons who 
are not acquainted with Mr. Dyre, that 
he isa highly respectable and _intelli- 
gent farmer, residing near Galena, in this 
county.” 

Elecam pane is a plant well known to 
most persons, and is to be found in 
many of our yardens. Immediately 
after being bitten, take one and a half 
ounces of the root of this plant—yreen 
root is perhaps preferable, but the dry 
will answer, and may be found in our 
drug stores, and was used by me. Slice 
and bruise it, put it into a pint of new 
milk, boil to half a pint, strain and, 
when cold, drink, fasting for six hours 
afterwards. The next morning, tasting, 
repeat the dose, using two ounces of the 
root. On the third morning take an- 
other dose prepared as the lust, and this 
will be sufficient. It is recommended 
that after each dose nothing be eaten 
for at least six hours. 

I have a son who was bitten by a mad 
dog eighteen years ago, and four other 
children in the neighborhood were also 
bitten. They took the above dose and 
are alive and well to day, and I have 
known a number of others that were 
bitten, that applied the same remedy.

TION. 

The amevdments 
Constitutien of North Carolina have 
been so often and so thoroughly _discus- 
sea by the press of the State, that it 
would be a work of supererogation to 
“Write long editorials between bow and 
the day of election, setting forth the 
reasons fur their adoption and the r lef 
they will afford to the people at large. 

The election advertisement in the 
papers gives the alterations prop sed to 
be made, and to that we slirect the at. 
tention of our readers. | 

It might be wel! tor our State cotem- 
poraries that do not publish the adver- 
tisement, to cali attention to the Gov- 
ernor’s proclamation relating to, the 
election. 

The alterations proposed are 

First: That in relation to the public 
debt, which relieves the Legislature trom 
the obligation to levy a tax for its prom; t 
and regular payment, and strikes oit 
that part of section sixth, article first, 
referring to the inviolability of said 
debt. 

SeconpD: The abolition of the office 
ef Superintendent of Public Works. 

Turrp: Striking out the requirement 
to take a census at the expense of the 
State in 1875, and every tenth year af- 
terwards. 

Fourti: Allowing any personal pro- 
perty, not to exceed in value three hun 
dred dollars, selected by the owner, to 
_be exempt from taxation, in lieu of the 
_atticles specified in section sixth, article 
fifth of the Constitution. 

Firtn: Providing tor the election of 
Trustees to the University by the Legis- 

_lature, and giving to the Legislature 
the power of making all needful laws 
and regulations relating to the mainte- 
nance and management of the Univer- 
sity. 

Srxta#: Making the sessions of the 
Legislature bi-ennial instead «f annual, 
SEVENTH: The abolition of the Code 
Commission. 

E1enta. Forbiddirg State officers and 
members of the Legislature trom hoid 
ing any other office uncer the State or 
National Government, except officers in 
the militia, justices oi the peace, com- 
missioners of peblic charities, or com- 

- missioners toz special purposes. 

These amendments have been passed 


by the requisite Constitutionai majeri- 
ties in the Legislature, to-wit: two- 
thirds majority of the whole number of 
members in each House in 1870~71, and 
three-fifths of the Leyislature of 1872- 
°73. They only await the sanction of the 
people on the first Thursday in August, 
at the bailot box, to become a part of 
the organic law of the State.

A PROCLAMATION

FXECUTIVE DEPARTMENYD, 
Raleigh, June 9th, 1873. 


Be it known to all whom it may concern: 

That in conformity with section 8, chap- 
ter 153 of the acts of the General Assembly 
passed at the session of 1872-’78, in relation 
to amendments ot the Constitution of the. 
Strate: 

I, op R. CALDWELL, Governor of the 
State of North Carolina, do order so much 
of tbe preamble of said act as sets forth the 
alterations proposed and agreed to, and the 
secund s:ction of said act to be published 
for thirty days preceding the first I hurs- 
day of August, 1873, in the Raleigh “Daily 
Sentinel,” the “Daily Era” and the ‘Daily 
NEws”, publisbed in Raleigh, and also for 
the same length of 
Weeki apers, publish n the 
Districts of the State to-wit: 

First. Distriet—* North Carolinian,” Eliza- 
beth City ; “*Express,”’ Washing n. 

Second News, 
“Mail,’’ Rocky Mount. 

‘Yhird Fayette- 
ville; “Star,’ mington. 

Fifth District—“* New North State,” 
Greensboro ; “‘Chronicle,’”’ Milton. 

Sixth District—Democrat,” Charlotte ; 
“Spirit of the South,’’ Rockingham. 

ville: “Watchman,” Salisbury. 

Eighth District—“Pioneer” and “Exposi- 
tor,’’ Asheville. 

That portion of the preamble ordered to 

be published is in the following words, 
to-wit: 
“Whereas, the last General Assembly, 
(three-fifths of the whole number of mem- 
bers of each House concurring,) the bill 
containing the same having veen read 
three times in each House, proposed the fol- 
lowing alterations of the Consti.ution of 
the Stute, to-wit; Alteration in relation to 
the public debt; alteration in relation to 
the office of Superintendent of Public 
Works; alte: ation in relation to the State 
census; alteration in relation to exemp- 
tions from taxation ; alteration in relation 
to the University ; alteration ip relation to 
the sessions of the General Assembly ; 
alteration in relation to the Code Com mis- 
sioners ; alteration in relation to Federal 
and other officers holding office.” 

The second section of the said act ordered 
to be published is in the following words, 
to-wit: 

“It shall be the duty of the Sheriffs in 
each and every county in the State to open 
polls at the several election precincts in his 
county on the said first Thursday in Au- 

ust pext, and the same shall be kept open 
or one day, from the hour of eight o’clock 
in the morning tothe hour of seven in the 
atternoon, when all persons qualified to 
vote according to the Constitution, ma 
vote for or against the ratification of eac 
of the said amendments, those desiring 
such amendments to vote with the written 
or printed ticket ‘For Amendments,’ 
those of a contrary opinion to vote witha 
written or printed ticket, ‘Against Amend- 
ments.’”’ | 

The aitention of Connty Commissioners 
and Inspectors of the Election is also called 
to the 4th section of said act of Assembly

From the Wilmington Star we learn 
that the neeeasary steps are being taken 
to secure the survey of the proposed 
canal to connect the Northeast river 
with New river, under the direction of 
a committee appointed for that purpose, 
who are busy raising the proper fund to 
mect the expenses of carrying on the 
work. 


Savs the Wilmington Star of the 17th 
inst.: “We were shown yesterday, at 
the oflice of Messrs. Taylor & Giles, an 
old copy of the laws of North Carolina, 
dating from November 7th, 1715, to 
December 15th, 1790. They are a pres- 
ent from Dr. W. W. Lane to the Wil- 
mington Library Association, and will 
prove a valuable accession to the libra- 
ry of that institution.

This was about 
ten minutes to 8 o'clock, and at 
fiftecn minutes past eight he had 


recured a seat on the cars and was on 
iis way to Goldsboro. The affair got 
yoised about the streets and was the 
universal topic of conversation, though 
it was not until sometime in the early 
part of the afternoon that it began to be 
generally Known that Mr. Warren bad 
Jeft the city. At3 o’clock the case was 
called, but the defendant, of course, 
tailed to make his appearance and Jus- 
tice Cassidey declared his recognizance 
furieited,

lriends, requesting that bonds be given 
for his appearance on Saturday,and that 
jie would return on Friday. Many of 
iis ‘riends are of the opinion that he 
Will return and answer the charge.”

Tue Last SLAVE SALE IN NEW 
JeRsEY.—The West Jersey Press has 
this bit of local history with relerence 
to Gloucester county : 

“A few days ago we listened to the 
recital of the circumstances attending 
probably the last sale of slaves that took 
place in Gloucester county, nearly sixty 
years ago. A free colored man became 
enamored of acolored girl, a slave, be- 
longing to a tamily in that county, and 
desired to marry her, but as the law 
would not permit the marriage, he de- 
termined to buy her. He applied to 
the owner, who agreed to sell ber to him 
for halfa crown. The money was never 
paid, however, but this fact was not de- 
veloped until years after, when, by an 
accident which- befell a daughter by 
this marriage, she became a charge upon 
the county. This took place witbina 
few months after the death of the owner 
of the girl’s mother, and the executors 
of the estate sought counsel in the 
premises, aud were told, in advertising 
the personal effects of the deceased, to 
conclude it with these words: ‘*To- 
gether with all the personal property of 
said deceased.” This was done, and at 
the sale which took place in the 1810, 
the father of the girl bought his wife 
and four children ior forty cents. ‘rhe 
descendants of this tamily are now liv- 
iag in Salem county. 

A Wr. on a State. —The West 
Chester (Penn.) Local News says: “This 
morning we were shown a will written 
upon a slate, which circumstance is 
probably the first and oaly case of the 
kind in the country. The instrument 
of bequest bears date May 9, 1863, and 
1s the will of Phebe Ann Woodward, 
late of Kennet Square. The slate isa 
new one, and upon the frame are the 
letters ‘P. A. W.’ in ink, they being the 
initials of the deceased’s name. This 
curicus and novel writing was found by 
her friends, after her decease, a few 
weeks since, in a chest under lock and 
key, and safely ensconced in a paste- 
board box. Register Evans has decided 
to admit it to probate. after which it is 
supposed its legality will be tested in 
the Register’s Court. John J. Pinker- 
ton is the counsel for the will, and by 
whom the rather eccentric writing was 
shown us. Mr. P. states that this will 
be the first ‘slate will’ to be found on 
any records of which knowledge is new 
to be gained. Upon its receipt in the 
Register’s office it will be provided with 
a wooden box, in which it will be filed 
for keeping under lock and key.”
